An hour and a half after school 
was supposed to have closed in Nar- 
berth the other afternoon eight High 
School teachers were found grouped 
around the table in the principal's 
office. They were discussing William 
Smith and Mary Brown and Thomas 
Jones. 

"He's good for me," said one. "Only 
fair for me," said another. "Excel- 
lent for me," vouchsafed a third. 

That's the way they talk over each 
pupil at the Narberth school. Every 
one is treated individually, and each 
teacher knows each pupil, for they 
pride themselves on the personal at- 
tention given each child in the 
school. 

Narberth is growing rapidly. One 
reason is its excellent school system. 
It seems that on a certain day last 
week a parent came in from Chicago, 
another from Pittsburgh. 

"We're settling in Philadelphia," 
they said to William T. Melchoir, the 
superintendent. "We're coming to 
Narberth because we understand you 
have a fine school out here and our 
children will get individual attention." 
Indefatigable School Welfare Worker 
Perhaps the most indefatigable 
worker for the welfare of the school 
is C. Howard McCarter, president of 
the Narberth School Board, who has 
been a member of that body since Us 
organization twenty-two years ago. 

The new building, connecting with 
the old, was opened for this term, and 
now houses the elementary grades. 
The old building has the high school, 
which offers a full college preparatory 
course. There are twelve grades in 
all, the first six being elementary, the 
next three junior high school and the 
last three senior high school. This is 
called the 6-33 plan, now becoming the 
popular throughout the country. The

idea is that a pupil who cannot con- 
tinue throughout the high school 
course can stop at the end of the 
junior. However, it is found in Nar- 
berth that most pupils do continue 
right through, they like their school 
so much. 

There are now some 500 children 
in the school, all one big family, as 
it were. The teachers, it seems, are 
most carefully selected, and are ex- 
pected to live in the town, though 
preferably not to have been selected 
there. They are expected to live there 
so as to become well acquainted with 
the parents, and the parents wi^.h 
them, although they are natives of the 
suburb. 

Many Parents Consult Teachers 

Parents, too, come to the school in 
large numbers, consulting with 
teachers about their children, and 
every day after school an hour is set 
aside for children to consult with 
teachers. School ends early, by 2.30 
o'clock, and this gives the backward 
children a chance to stay after hours 
and receive special attention. 

There's a luncheon, too, a feature 
of the school, in charge of an expert 
dietitian who knows just what chil- 
dren should and should not eat. Cost 
prices are charged and all the chil- 
dren eat their noon meals there, even 
the little ones of six and seven order- 
ing their food, under the direction of 
teachers. Parents may rest assured 
the little ones are being well cared 
for, both mentally and physically. 
Narberth may take pride in its school 
system, especially since the opening 
of the up-to-date new building just put 
in use, which now gives plenty of 
room for work and play to the chil- 
dren of the towns.

Each camp, has its chief, part of 
whose tent is set apart as the guest 
room, in which visitors are entitled 
to three days' hospitality. The Be- 
douin pities the city dweller because 
fate has decreed that he must pass 
his days in the confinement of a house 
or enclosed city, while the city man 
congratulates himself on his good for- 
tune on his being spared the dangers, 
inconveniences and exposure that are 
the lot of the tent dwellers. 

The Bedouins at Tunis have util- 
ized the old cisterns that look like 
great caverns that were built by the 
Romans and make houses out of them. 
The Bedouins who cannot find room 
in these cisterns use tents, that they 
pitch under the shelter of some prick- 
ly pear hedge to break the sharp wind 
that sweeps over Carthage in the win- 
ter months.

Washington, D. C, October 15, 1917.

CHRISTMAS MAIL FOR 

AMERICAN FORCES ABROAD 



Washington, D. C October 3, 1917. 
To the Public: — 

The time is approaching to give 
thought to bringing Christmas chesr 
to the American soldiers and sailors 
abroad. 

Arrangements have been perfected 
whereby the Christmas mail to the 
American Expeditionary Forces in 
Europe is to be delivered by Christ- 
mas morning. Without the fullest co- 
operation on the part of the public, 
it will be impossible to accomplish 
this result. 

The three essential respects in 
which the public can aid in assuring 
a happy Christmas at the front are: 
Mail early, address intelligently, and 
pack securely. For this reason it is 
urgently requested that all persons 
having Christmas mail for the soldiers 
and sailors and the civilian units at- 
tached to the army in Europe, observe 
closely the following directions: 

1. Mails to reach the soldiers in 
France by Christmas morning must be 
posted not later than November 15. 

2. Every package must bear con- 
spicuously the words "Christmas 
Mail," the complete address of the per- 
son for whom it is intended, and, in 

[the upper lefthand corner, the name 
and address of the sender. 

3. Every parcel must be so packed 
and wrapped as to admit easy inspec- 
tion by the postmaster. No parcel 
will be dispatched to France which 
has not the postmaster's certificate 
that it contains no prohibited articles.

TWO-CENT POSTAL CARDS AND 

THREE-CENT STAMPS AND 

STAMPED ENVELOPES 



Under the Act of Congress ap- 
proved October 3, 1917, changing the 
rates of postage, the department will 
begin issuing two-cent postal cards 
and three-cent postage stamps and 
stamped envelopes as soon as a sup- 
ply can be manufactured. It will not 
be possible, however, to provide them 
in sufficient quantities to exchange 
stamps or one-cent postal cards, two- 
cent stamps or two-cent envelopes 
held by the public or by postmasters. 
It will, therefore, he necessary, begin- 
ning November 2d, 1917, when the new 
postage rates become effective for 
postmasters to continue the sale of 
one-cent post cards and two-cent en- 
velopes while their stock lasts and for 
the public to affix additional stamps 
to envelopes and cards to the amount 
of increase of postage.
